It  is  unquestionably  true  that  Chinese 
labor  would  be  of  material  use  in  agriculture 
and  in  various  industries  in  this  country. 
Without  doubt  fortunes  would  be  realized 
through  ils  agency  and  the  wealth  of  the 
country  would  be  greatly  increased.  In  a 
material  sense  an  investment  in  Chinese 
labor  will  yield  handsome  profits.  But 
before  deciding  the  question,  would  it  not 
be  well  to  ask  what  influence  litis  new 
element  will  exercise  on  the  country  beyond 
that  of  pecuniary  results  ?  Contract  labor 
of  this  character  is  only  another  species 
of  slavery,  and  it  can  not  fail  to  bring  with 
it  all  the  degrading  influences  of  that  perni- 
cious institution.  Are  the  Brazilian  people 
willing  to  risk  it  ?  It  is  idle  10  deceive 
themselves  with  pretenses  of  voluntary 
contracts,  wages,  and  all  that,  for  these 
have  never  yet  protected  the  alien  bonds- 
man against  the  selfish  greed  and  oppression 
ol  his  task-master.  With  the  -results  of 
Chinese  and  coolie  labor  in  Cuba,  Peril, 
Guiana  and  even  in  Australia  before  litem' 
the  Brazilian  people  ought  not  to  permit 
themselves  to  be  governed  by  amy  such 
delusions.  The  temper  and  training  ol  the 
Brazilian  plainer  are  llinse  of  the  slave- 
holder—and of  a  very  harsh,  unfeelin" 
slaveholder  at  that.  There  will  be  no 
sympathy  wasted  over  llie  unhappy  laborer, 
and  there  will  be  very  little  mercy.  The 
yellow  slave  will  be  brought  here  lor  the 
sole  purpose  of  enriching  his  employer, 
and  he  will  be  compelled  tn  satisfy  the 
bond.  Then  there  is  another  question, 
which  we  have  asked  again  and  again : — What 
is  to  be  done  with  the  million  of  freedmen 
in  the  country  and  the  million  and  more  of 
poor  people,  black,  white  and  mixed,  who 
now  encumber  the  soil  ?  There  are  hands 
enough  here  to  do  all  the  work  required, 
hands  that  will  some  clay  destroy  us  if  they 
are  not  employed  and  trained.  There  is 
no  use  in  ignoring  the  problems  and  perils 
which  lie  hidden  in  this  mass  of  ignorant 
and  unemployed  humanity.  A  mixed  race 
is  always  difficult  to  govern,  lor  it  is 
influenced  by  the  traditions  and  aspirations 
ofneitherofits  progenitors.  Add  now  to  this 
mixture  the  Chinese  laborer,  the  lowest 
stratum  of  that  strange  race,  and  what  will 
be  the  result  >  What  kind  of  a  compound 
will  come  from  this  mercenary  mingling 
of  three  or  four  races  under  semi-servile 
conditions  and  without  a  single  moral  force 
to  dominate  their  passions  ?  Will  the 
wealth  they  create  be  enough  to  compensate 
the  country  for  the  social  degradation  of  the 
masses  which  must  surely  follow  ?  No  man 
will  say  that  he  would  ruin  or  discredit  his 
own  country  in  order  to  gain  a  fortune,  hut 
can  he  honestly  claim  that  this  will  not  be 
the  result  if  the  door  is  opened  to  Chinese 
labor  ?  Is  it  not  best,  in  the  interests  of 
the  people  and  of  the  future  civilization  of 
Brazil,  to  first  see  what  can  be  done  with  the 
millions  of  unemployed  laborers  who  are 
ahead)'  here  ?

Although  it  is  yet  too  early  to  make 
accurate  comparisons,  our  good  neighbor, 
the  JorrnU  do  Cottimenio,  will  deeply  regret 
to  learn  that  Brazil  is  thus  far  getting  nearly 
all  the  benefits  from  the  reciprocity  treaty 
with  the  United  States.  After  all  the  many 
prognostications  about  the  disastrous  conse- 
quences in  store  for  this  country,  and  after 
all  the  denunciations  of  the  selfish  motives 
of  the  Americans,  it  will  be  a  painful  surprise 
to  our  Brazilian  contemporaries  to  learn 
that  they  made  a  mistake  in  prophesying 
before  they  knew.  However,  when  they 
realize"  the  lacts,  their  chagrin  will  surely  give 
way  to  satisfaction,  and  in  the  end  we  shall 
not  be  surprised  to  hear  that  it  was  not 
Blaine  who  outwitted  Mendonca,  butthatit 
was  Mendonca  who  deluded  Blaine. 
Experience  is  proving  that  the  abatement 
allowed  on  many  classes  of  American 
manufactured  goods  is  altogether  insufficient 
antl  therefore  useless,  and  that  the  favors 
granted  on  other  lines  already  in  the  market 
have  not  increased  the  trade  as  much  as 
anticipated  because  consumption  itself 
increases  very  slowly.  There  has  been  an 
increased  importation  ol  American  goods, 
of  course,  and  in  some  respects  the  new 
trade  has  come  to  stay  ;  but  in  the  absence 
of  American  commercial  enterprise  and  the 
feeble  effoils  made  to  study  the  market  and 
introduce  goods  suited  to  its  requirements, 
it  must  be  confessed  that  there  is  no  slight 
occasion  for  disappointment  on  their  part. 
Brazil,  however,  has  cause  for  genuine 
congratulation,  for  the  first  year  .of  the  trealy 
shows  an  enormous  increase  in  her  exports 
to  the  United  Slates.  According  to  lite 
returns  ol  the  statistical  bureau  at  Washing- 
ton, the  values  of  the  imports  from  and 
exports  to  Brazil  during  the  first  year  of  the 
treaty,  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 
were  as  follows  :  — 

1890-91  1891-92 

Imports $73,619,000     $110,344,000 

Exports $13,532,000        $14,585,000

According  to  the  New-Orleans  Picayune,  in 
whose  columns  we  find  these  returns,  the 
gain  in  American  exports  to  Brazil  was 
most  conspicuous  in  flour  and  railway 
material,  but  the  trade  was  already  estab- 
lished in  both  of  these  and  there  would 
undoubtedly  have  been  an  increase  without 
the  treaty.  The  items  from  which  the  best 
results  will  come  are  those  which  figure 
among  the  smaller  totals  and  are  now 
considered  as  experiments.  Willi  Cuba 
the  results  have  been  much  better,  although 
the  period  affected  by  the  treaty  has  been 
much  shorter.  The  returns  show  that 
while  the  imports  from  Cuba  increased  a 
little  over  29  per  cent.  American  exports 
to  Cuba  increased  over  45  per  cent.  Of 
course,  we  understand  and  readily  concede 
that  the  first  year's  results  are  not  conclusive, 
but  it  will  be  admitted,  we  think,  that  they 
arc  far  more  favorable  and  promising  to 
Brazil  than  our  Brazilian  contemporaries 
considered  probable.  With  the  exception  ol' 
The  News,  the  newspaper  press  of  this 
country  was  unanimous  in  denouncing  the 
trealy  as  unfair  and  prejudicial  to  Brazil.

THE  TORT  OF  SANTOS. 

In  view  of  the  unsavory  reputation  wilier 
the  port  of  Santos  has  already  secured,  of 
the  reports  still  current  of  its  dangers,  of., 
present  filthy,  congested  condition,  and  of 
the  certainty  that  lever  will  relttrn  with 
the  next  hot  season— in  view  of  all  this,  is  it 
not  time  that  the  authorities  and'  ibe 
railway  were  doing  something  to  improve 
that  port  and  city  ,  With  the  sacrifices  of 
the  past  season  still  fresh  in  mind,  it  is 
impossible  to  excuse  anybody  for  further 
delays.  Last  season's  terrible  losses  were 
largely,  if  not  wholly  due  to  the  negligence, 
apathy,  indifference  and  selfish  interests  on 
the  part  of  those  who  could  have  done  much 
to  prevent  them.  At  the  first  appearance 
of  the  fever,  we  called  attention  to  the  eon- 

ited  condition  of  the  port,  and  to  tiie 
danger  to  foreign  crews  if  something  were 
not  done  to  expedite  the  discharge  of  ves- 
sels. We  urged  the  employment  of  tempor- 
ary piers  for  discharging,  and  night  work 
on  lite  railway  for  conveying  merchandise 
up  country.  Neither  of  these  measures 
were  adopted,  nor  was  any  good  reason 
given  against  them.  It  was  of  vital  concern 
to  the  state  to  save  the  reputation  of  the 
port—the  only  one  available  in  the  rich  and 
populous  state  of  Sao  Paulo— and  to  gel:  the 
cargoes  lying  in  Santos  up  country  as 
quickly  and  cheaply  as  possible,  but  it  did 
absolutely  nothing.  It  also  concerned  the 
S.    Paulo   railway    to   cany   away   all    the 


merchandise  tillered  as  quickly  as  possible, 
and  to  provide  every  facility  for  a  service 
which  would  attract  business  to  that  port, 
but  it  failed  inexcusably  to  tlo  it.  We 
know  ibe  excuses  advanced  for  permitting 
the  port  and  the  streets  to  fill  up  wilii 
merchandise,  but  in  view  of  the  terrible  loss 
ol  life  ami  ol  property  they  are  wholly  in- 
adequate. As  the  port' and  city  of  Santos  are 
still  choked  with  merchandise,  and  as  lite 
lildty  condition  of  the  city  threatens  a  worse 
epidemic  than  that  fust  ended,  we  feel  it  a 
duty  to  call  attention  to  the  danger  ami  to 
demand  efficient  measures  ol'  protection. 
II  something  is  not  done,  and  at  once,  we 
shall  tlo  everything  in  our  power  to  publish 
the  truth  ami  10  warn  shippers  against  the 
place .

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  1st  savs  that 
the  authorities  there  have  prohibited  the  puMica- 
lion  of  mortality  statistics,  becmise  of  die  extraor- 
dinary ravages  of  influenza.  Another  telegram  of 
llie  2nd  says  that  the  epidemic  has  been  developed 
to  an  alarming  stage,  and  that  there  are  no  signs  of 
decreasing.  About  a  thousand  soldiers  at  Palermo 
are  down  with  it. 

—Unfortunately  influenza  has  spread  so  rapidly 
in  this  city  that  it  may  he  regarded  us  an  epidemic, 
and  some  of  our  city  doctors  are  of  opinion  that  at 
present  there  are  30,000  persons  attacked  by  it. 
Amongst  the  elder  members  of  our  community  it 
has  proved  very  fatal,  and  some  of  the  oldest  of  our 
residents  have  been  carried  olTduriug  the  fortnight.

— On  the  £  I  st  prox.  an  election  will  be  held  in 
ithe  state  of  Rip  de  Janeiro  for  filling  the  vacancy 
caused  by  die  resignation  of  Senator  Quintino 
Bocayuva. 

—In  Mnnaos  there  is  talk  of  drafting  another 
state  constitution.  Another  constitution  will  now 
be  required  in  Rio  Grande  do  Su!,  and  perhaps  a 
half  dozen  in  Matto  Grosso. 

—The  S.  Paulo  state  legislature  has  v'ted  6o,oo»$ 
for  expenses  of  a  state  exhibit  at  Chicago.  For  the 
benefit  of  our  foreign  readers  we  would  say  that 
this  is  about  $13,900,  present  values. 

—Rio  Grande  do  None  has  appointed  three  citi- 
zens to  represent  that  stat1  at  the  Chicago  expo- 
sition. If  all  the  states  do  likewise  Brazil  will  have 
nearly  one  hundred  official  representatives  at 
Chicago. 

—  Returns  received  from  the  congressional  elec- 
tions held  in  Bahia  on  the  26th  ult.  indicate  that 
Roy  Barbosa  and  Manoel  Victorino  have  been 
elected  senators,  and  Rocha  Leal  and  Pedreira 
Franco  deputies. 

—Much  excitement  has  been  displayed  in  S. 
Paulo  and  Santos  over  the  question  of  the  brig 
P'tetro  Ten.  On  the  28th  ult,  the  police  force  was 
held  in  readiness,  and  the  president  of  the  state  and 
the  chief  of  police  went  to  Santos  to  investigate  the 
matter, 

— The  new  dispatch  boat  Para,  recently  arrived 
from  England  for  the  Amazon  flotilla,  run  aground 
on  the  Corna  Secca,  near  Soure,  on  the  1 7th  ult,,  but 
was  rescued  by  the  Rio  Formosa  and  towed  into 
Para.  The  Para  came  out  from  1'cnzance  under 
sail  in  3$  days. 

—The  director  of  the  S.  Paulo  Diario  Official 
lias  discovered  a  defalcation  of  16,000$  in  the  c^sh 
of  that  publication,  which  he  changes  to  the  account 
of  his  predecessor,  Dr.  Joao  Araujo.  The  state 
authorities  have  ordered  an  investigation  and  will 
prosecute  the  guilty  party. 


—A  new  opposition  journal  appeared  in  Sao 
Paulo  yesterday  under  the  title  of  Aiitouowista. 

—The  Swedish  minister  has  suggested  that  the 
sewage  of  Santos  should  be  carried  out  to  sea,  as  a 
means  of  preventing  epidemics  among  the  shipping 
during  the  hot  season.  He  also  recommends 
thorough  disinfection  along  the  wharves  and 
beaches,  especially  at  the  railway  station. 

— The  enterprise  of  the  Sao  Paulo  footpad  con- 
tinues with  unabated  vigor.  While  the  intelligent 
policeman  occupies  himself  in  disarming  the  un- 
happy citizen,  the  fuotpad  plies  his  vocation  without 
interruption  and  without  danger.  Truly,  the  ways 
of  the  policeman  in  Brazil  are  beyond  all  com- 
prehension, 

-—The  Coreio  Paulistano  says  that  Dr.  Bernar- 
dino de  Campos  will  assume  tiie  governorship  of 
Sao  Paulo  on  the  10th  ilist.  As  this  gentleman  is 
n  depuiy  to  the  national  congress  and  president  of 
the  Chamber,  we  shall  wait  with  much  interest  his 
action  in  regard  to  holding  several  offices  at  the 
same  time. 

—Some  one  has  been  deceiving  immigrants  in 
Sao  I'aulo  by  selling  them  tickets  to  Buenos  Aires 
by  a  s'eanisiup  line  which  does  not  exist.  It  would 
seem  that  Brazil  U  now  fairly  overrun  by  specula- 
tors of  this  character.  Is  it  not  time  that  the  police 
and  judicial  authorities  should  begin  to  punish 
these  rogues  as  they  deserve  ? 

— A  telegram  from  Sao  I'aulo  says  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  prosecute  the  editors  of  the  Italian  journal 
A'o/ua,  of  Santos,  because  of  the  "  insults  launched 
at  the  constituted  powers."  Better  think  twice, 
and  then  not  do  it!  The  Santos  "constituted" 
enjoy  too  had  a  reputation  for  any  such  attempt. 
There  is  no  insult  in  denouncing  a  public  outrage. 

—A  Sao  Paulo  telegram  of  the  28th  says  that 
t  ie  police  corps  and  federal  force  in  that  cty  had 
been  held  in  their  barracks  ready  for  orders,  be- 
cause ofa  report  that  a  group  of  turbulent  char- 
acters intended  to  make  a  manifestation  against  the 
governor.  Nothing,  however,  had  happened,  and 
the  governor,  we  trust,  slept  the  next  night  in 
peace. 

—On  the  night  of  the  29th  ult.  the  steamer 
Pelotas  ran  aground  off  Cape  I'olonio  at  the  point 
whe-e  the  Soiimoes  sunk.  The  first  report  stated 
that  the  commander  has  succeeded  in  saving  his 
vessel,  but  subsequent  telegrams  are  to  the  effect 
that  the  ship  is  a  total  loss,  and  the  captain  has 
disappeared,  probably  having  committed  suicide. 
The  Peloids  was  quite  a  new  vessel. 

—A  clerical  depuiy  in  the  state  legislature  of 
Pernambuco  has  interpellated  the  governor,  and 
asks  why  he  has  removed  the  oratorio  from  his 
official  residence  anil  why  he  suppressed  the  iirages 
in  the  Misericordia  hospital,  it  is  explained  that 
the  oratorio  was  removed  because  of  repairs  in  the 
room  where  it  was  kept,  but  the  depiuy  evidently 
believes  that  there  ape  sinister  reasons  hidden 
somewhere  in  this  trifling  act, 

— The  small  coasting  steamer  Alcantara,  of  the 
Maranhense  company,  which  left  Fortale-:a  on  the 
evening  of  the  27th  ult.,  was  wrecked  on  the  I'ita- 
cunra  coast  at  11  o'clock  that  same  night.  The* 
ca|  tain  went  to  bed  as  soon  as  the  slepmer  left  port, 
leaving  the  ship  to  the  care  of  tbe  helmsman.  The 
ship  and  cargo  are  a  total  loss.  An  English 
engineer  named  Saunders  and  several  others  lost 
their  lives.  The  ship  was  old  and  out  of  repair, 
was  without  pumps  and  had  only  one  boat.  The 
conduct  of  the  captain  was  scandalous,  not  only 
because  of  his  neglect,  but  because  of  cowardice. 
He  was  the  first  one  to  leave  the  ship  in  the  boat. 

—If  it  is  resolved  to  extend  aid  to  industry,  we 
trust  the  government  will  give  enough  to  the 
Nictheroy  tramway  lines  to  enable  them  to  keep 
their  tracks  clear  of  mud.  The  delays  and  annoy- 
ances suffered  by  the  public  are  simply  indes- 
cribable. The  mud  is  allowed  to  overflow  the 
rails,  the  trams  slip  off  into  the  deep  mud,  and  then 
the  passengers  stand  around  from  a  quarter  to  half 
an  hour,  shivering  and  exclaiming  "  quevergonha .'" 
Of  course  one  man  and  a  stout  hoe  would  remedy 
all  this  in  a  very  short  time,  but  the  company  lack's 
either  the  means  or  common  busine;s  tact  to  have 
it  done— and  so  the  long-suffering  public  is  left  to 
flounder  in  the  mud. 

—The  police  of  Sao  Paulo  have  lately  been 
treated  to  a  clever  bit  of  jugglery  on  the  part  of  a 
woman  named  Maria  da  Cruz.  She  had  been 
visiting  a  private  bouse  where  she  vomited  needles, 
ha;r,  black  powder,  and  other  equally  strange 
things  for  a  human  being  to  carry  around  in  the 
stomach.  Five  girls  in  the  bouse  were  so  frightened 
by  the  exhibition  that  they  appear  to  have  all  gone 
into  violent  hysterics.  The  pA'st  was  called  in, 
and  the  old  imposter  said  that  they  had  devils  in 
them,  and  the  girls  are  now  said  to  he  quite  insane. 
In  the  meantime  Ma^y  of  the  Cross  was  arrested, 
and  when  interrogated  by  the  police  she  began 
vomiting  needles  .and  hair  again.  It  was  noted, 
however,  that  the  needles  were  new  and  bright. 
She  is  now  spending  a  few  days  in  prison.

RIOTS  IN  SAO  PAULO. 

The  irritaiinn  and  had  feeling  caused  by  the 
police  attacks  on  Italian  sailors  in  the  port  n| 
Santos  last  month,  culminated  in  a  riotous  outbreak 
in  ihe  city  of  Sao  Paulo  on  Saturday  Inst.  A 
public  meeting  was  held  by  the  Italian  colony  in 
the  Prn.;a  de  Pnysandii  in  the  afternoon  to  pio'tesl 
against  the  police  attack  on  the  Italian  steamer 
Mei/tana  in  Santos,  which  passed  off  without  any 
disturbance.  Subsequently  a  procession  of  excited 
men  was  organized  which  paraded  the  streets 
giving  monas  to  Brazil  and  vivas  to  Italy,  Ga- 
ribaldi, eic.  About  5  p.  m.  they  lore  down  a 
Brazilian  flag  at  the  Cafe  Terrnco,  where  a  trifling 
fight  occurred.  The  police  and  a  mob  nf  excited 
citizens  then  Slacked  llyi  rioters,  who  retrsnted  lo 
the  Italian  quarter  about  the  Ladeira  do  Piques, 

Later  in  the  evening  a  severe  tight  occurred  •( 
this  point  resulting  in  several  kill— d  and  wounded. 
The  Ilnlians  were  finally  driven  out  of  the  houses 
in  which  they  had  taken  refuge,  many  were  cap- 
tured and  imprisoned,  hut  the  greater  part  effected 
their  escape. 

During  the  evening  ihe  printing  office  of  the 
Italian  journal  Roma,  which    had  been  most  aciive 


-The  Mogynua  line  suspended  freight  traffic  on 
2fJih  nil,  for  want  ol  coal.  This  means  an 
enormous  loss  1,1  the  road  and  to  the  people. 
Surely  something  must  now  be  done  to  facilitate 
traffic  at  Santos! 

—It  is  said  that  the  freight  traffic  on  the  S.  Paulo 
railways  is  so  blocked  that  the  Norte  station  at  S. 
Paulo  is  full  of  merchandise.  It  is  no  credit  to  the 
railways  of  this  Country  that  a  small  increase  in 
unfile  should  throw  ihe  whole  lot  ol  them  into 
hopeless  confusion. 

—The  rnilway  companies  nf  Sao  Pauln  have 
granted  gratuitous  transportation  for  all  exhibits 
destined  for  ihe  Chicago  Exposiiiou.  The  S.  Paulo 
railway  has  also  offered  a  large  slorage.room  at  the 
Ltiz  station  in  S.  Paulo  for  Ihe  deposit  of  exhibits 
and,  if  lime  permits,  for  a  preliminary  exposition. 

—The  public  works  and  colonization  commission 
of  the  Chamber  has  reported  favorably  on  the  pro. 
posnl  lo  double  the  S.  Paulo  line  nnd  to  add  a 
narrow  gauge  I  rack  in  conformity  with  the  slate- 
ment  presented  by  ihe  superintendent  of  that  line. 
The  same  commission  also  agrees  to  the  Mogyana 
proposal  to  extend  lhat  line  to  Santos. 

— The  board  of  directors  of  the  Mncahe  and 
Campos  railway  has  issued  a  report,  daied  March  S, 
iJ'92,  for  Ihe  f^cal  year  ended  June  30,  1891.  Ac- 
cording to  this  report  the  receipts  of  the  road 
during  lhat  year  were  1, 979,3893:621  and  ihe 
operating  expenses  i,343,7oi$468.  Of  60,000 
shares  of  the  company  58,131  are  in  the  name  of 
the  Companhta  Leopoldina. 

— On  the  isl  Inst,  ttiere  was  a  narrow  escape  on 
the  Mogyana  line,  a  sleeper  having  been  placed  on 
the  track  at  kilomeire  233,  at  the  place  where 
diverse  laborers  were  arrested  as  accomplices  in 
robberies  of  merchandise.  The  engineer  dis- 
covered the  obstruction  in  time  to  avnid  a  serious 
accident.  If  llie  scoundrels  are  caught  who  pre- 
pared this  obstruction,  they  should  he  punished 
without  mercy. 

—The  Jornal  of  Sunday  reports  lhat  the  station- 
master  at  the  Norle  station  in  Sao  Paulo  has  re- 
quested the  slnlioii-masler  at  Cnchoeira  not  to 
forward  any  more  merchandise,  as  he  has  no  place 
10  receive  it.  In  view  of  the  losses  which  this 
block  is  causing  to  merchants,  nn  explanation  is 
due  from  Ihe  connecting  lines  ns  to  the  renson  why 
they  are  not  removing  the  goods  awaiting  tran- 
sportation in  S-  Paulo. 

— For  some  time  the  Mogyana  company— or  its 
patrons— have  been  the  victims  of  extensive  rob- 
beries. The  Diario  tie  Campinas  of  ihe  29th 
announces  1  lie  discovery  of  a  robbery  on  a  train  for 
Ribeirao  Prelo,  in  which  five  employes  of  the 
company  were  concerned.  The  thieves  were 
nrrested  and  confessed  the  crime.  The  laborers  on 
lhat  secdon  were  also  arrested  for  receivin"  ihe 
goods  dropped  Irom  the  train. 

—There  was  a  serious  accident  on  ihe  Canta- 
gnllo  section  of  the  Leopoldina  railway  on  ihe 
morning  of  ihe  291I1  ult.  jnsl  nut  of  Nictheroy,  the 
express  train  running  into  a  Irain  on  a  siding  nt  the 
Guaxindibn  station.  A  neglected  switch  was  of 
course  the  cause.  Roth  locomolives  were  badly 
damaged,  nnd  a  hmkeman  had  both  legs  crushed 
and  will  probably  lose  his  life.  These  ca.ses  of 
negligence  are  becoming  too  frequent  altogether  ! 

—One  of  the  wrilers  lor  the  Diario  Popular  of 
Sao  I'aulo  took  a  ride  over  the  Iluana  railway  a 
few  days  ago,  and  after  various  delays,  accidents 
and  escapes,  writes  that  whoever  proposes  to  make 
a  trip  over  that  line  should  lake  out  a  passport  for 
the  other  world.  The  track  is  in  a  wretched  con- 
dition, the  locomolives  are  old  and  out  of  order, 
breaking  down  every  day,  the  cars  are  bad  and  in. 
sufficient,  and  ihe  employes  are  too  few  in  number 
lo  do  the  wurk.  The  trains  nve  always  behind 
time,  derailments  are  frequent,  the  breaks  are 
always  out  of  order,  and  accidents  are  frequent, 

—On  the  29th  ult.  the  minister  of  agriculture 
ordered  that  freight  should  be  received  nt  the  three 
stations  <  f  this  city  from  6  a.m.  to  midday.  Why 
cannot  the  railway  authorities  do  here  as  they  do 
in  the  United  Slates?  Let  nil  the  merchandise  be 
discharged  into  a  railway  storehouse  as  fast  as 
received,  anil  then  let  the  work  of  dispatching  go 
on  all  day,  the  packages  being  moved  from  one 
storehouse  to  another  as  fast  as  lliey  are  dispatched. 
It  may  require  more  room,  hut  is  it  not  worth  the 
expense  ?  The  item  of  second  and  third  cartage  is 
a  heavy  one  to  business  men  and  should  be  saved 
if  possible.

—  Bmao  ile  Aguiar  de  Andrnde  left  for  Europe 
on  the  Onnoque  on  ihe  28th  u]t.,  and  will  ihence 
proceed  to  the  United  States.

—The  Jornal  do  Brazil  on  the  2nd  calls  attention 
lo  ihe  fact  lhat  a  man  appears  in  one  case  of  frau- 
dulent Banco  da  Republica  shares  ns  the  plaintiff, 
and  in  another  similar  case  ns  the  defendant.  We 
think  Aw  complicity  is  sufficiently  established  to 
luck  him  up. 

—We  nre  requested  to  state  thnt  contributions 
for  Ihe  bazaar  which  is  being  organized  nt  the  resi- 
dence of  Mrs.  Qunyle,  I2A  Praia  do  Russell,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Strangers'  Hospital,  will  be  re- 
ceived up  lo  the  16th  insi.  The  date  for  Ihe  bazaar 
has  not  yet  been  fixed,  but  will  be  announced 
shnrlly. 

— It  is  said  l hat  the  proposals  for  iheconstruclion 
of  the  new  nslronomicnl  observatory  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Petropulis,  are  so  high  that  the  work 
will  be  carried  out  by  administration.

—Marvellous  !  On  Saturday  a  gentleman  was 
robbed  of  820$  in  the  waiting-room  of  the  minister 
of  agriculture  !  The  thief  got  his  victim  to  read  an 
article  on  some  subject  cut  from  a  newspaper,  and 
while  thus  engaged  abstracted  the  money  from  his 
trousers'  pocket.  The  first  we  know  robberies  will 
be  committed  even  in  the  department  of  justice,  in 
the  very  presence  of  ihe  minister  himself! 

— On  Saturday  a  police  wagon  purposely  ran 
over  n  hand-enrt  near  the  gas-works,  injuring  ihe 
poor  cart  roan  and  breaking  his  cart.  Several  spec- 
tators heard  a  policeman  order  the  driver  to  "  kill 
ihe  devil."  Some  ol  these  days,  gentlemen,  you'll 
"raise  the  devil  "  in  ihis  city,  when  all  these  in- 
famous outrages  will  be  remembered  against  you. 
The  poor  man  is  obliged  to  submit  to  much,  but 
there  will  be  an  end  to  his  submission. 

—Among  ihe  congratulatory  telegrams  received 
by  President  Floriano  Peixoto  is  one,  dated  Porto 
Alegre,  June  30,  from  a  Major  Rodolplio  Brazil, 
who  congratulates  the  President  on  remaining  in 
office,  a'ld  on  the  pacification  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 
Is  Rio  Grande  pacific!  ?  And  whal  hail  the  Presi- 
dent to  do  with  ii,  anyway?  We  have  been  led  to 
understand  up  here  that  ihe  national  government 
is  maintaining  a  strict  neutrality  in  the  controversy. 

—We  should  like  to  say  lo  the  editor  ol  the 
Figaro,  to  Dr.  Carlos  Costa,  ami  to  others  of  their 
kind,  that  if  there  is  tiny  disturbance  in  this  city, 
they  will  be  personally  responsible  for  it.  And  not 
only  that,  they  will  have  placed  themselves  on  a 
level  with  ihe  ignorant  Napoliinns  of  Sao  Pnulo 
who  were  ihe  auihrns  of  the  recent  riot  in  that  city. 
It  is  not  necessary  (or  a  respectable  man  to  turn 
rowdy  because  an  ignorant  fellow  calls  him  a  few 
bad  names. 

—There  was  a  great  many  disturbing  rumors 
afloat  on  Saturday  in  regard  to  Rio  Grande  affairs, 
to  the  effect  lhat  the'  Germans  had  joined  the 
Tavnres  faction,  and  thnt  a  force  of  the  latier  was 
marching  on.  Porto  Alegre.  The  Diario  Official  of 
the  next  morning  denies  all  the  reports  and  says 
lhat  official  telegrams  report  everything  quiet  iti 
Porto  Alegre.  In  the  meantime  the  lelegraph  is 
closed  to  the  public  and  no  one  knows  anything 
about  the  movements  of  Gen.  Tavares.  The  iieu- 
trality  of  the  government  is  apparently  of  the  usual 
kind  and  character.

— A  Fourth  of  July  reception  wni  (>iveii  liy  Min. 
liter  and  Mrs,  Cmiyer  tit  the  American  legation 
yestertlny,  nt  wliicli  a  very  large  proportion  of  tlie 
American  Colony  in  Rio  wns  present, 

— Amorid  the  nrrivnls  on  the  American  slenmer 
StfWiltW  on  the  301I1  nil.  wns  Hon,  E.  II.  Conger, 
United  States  minister  nt  this  capital,  who  returns 
here  with  his  family  after  !\  short  visit  home. 

— Buarque  Maoerio  and  Paulo  Frontln  have  cmi- 
trarlicied  the  report  of  their  remarks  ns  printed  in 
the  minutes  of  the  crnnd  "aid  to  industries " 
meetinj;.  I'nulo  so  daily  contradicts  the  printed 
report  of  his  Speed),  that  the  inference  is  [he  whole 
affair  was  "doctored." 

—The  latest  news  from  the  board  of  commercial 
statistics  is  that  Citizen  Manoel  Jose!  Nnties  CavnL 
canti  has  lieen  appointed  secretnry  to  the  Rio 
Grande  do  Norte  section.  If  it  were  not  for  ihese 
occasional  appointments,  every  one  would  forget 
the  existence  of  the  hoard. 

—It  must  have  lieen  a  great  disappointment  to 
the  thief  who  stole  a  cheque  for  104,000?  and  some 
20,000  debentures  from  Sr,  Jos4  Mariano,  when 
he  came  to  examine  the  spoil.  The  cheque  was  on 
the  Banco  ile  Credilo  Universal  and  the  debentures 
were  of  the  Geral  railway  company. 

—Tile  telegraph  haf  hcen  worked  to  its  full 
capacity  with  telegrams  congratulating  Gen.  Flor- 
lano  Pelxoio  on  the  resolution  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  rtc*niiisl  holding  a  presidential  election 
and  Minister  Seizedcllo  on  his  transier  Irani  the 
foreign  office  to  the  department  ol  agriculture. 

— A  New  York  telegram  of  the  30th  announces 
the  appointment  of  Hon.  John  W.  Foster  as  secre- 
tary of  state,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Secretary  Blaine.  Mr.  Foster  was 
formerly  United  States  minister  to  Spain  and  lias 
for  some  time  been  connected  with  the  state  depart- 
ment in  the  negotiation  of  reciprocity  treaties. 
Mr.  Foster  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  duties 
of  his  new  post  and  will  make  an  efficient 
secretary. 

— Diocletian  the  Martyr  is  ,1  fiscal  in  the  Santa 
Rita  parish,  and  is  on  the  war-path.  He  has  been 
imposing  fines  [or  depositing  garbage  in  the  street, 
for  obstructing  transit  and  lor  affixing  posters  with- 
out license,  and  he  wants  die  crown  removed  from 
the  facade  of  the  public  school  in  Run  da  Harmonia. 
Diocletian  imperator  should  be  removed  lit  the 
parish  which  includes  the  bootblack  nuisance  of 
Run  Dkeita, 

—According  to  T  he  Montevideo  7inm  "  if  taxes 
and  dear  living  were  a  sign  nf  prosperity,  Monte- 
video should  be  one  of  the  first  cities  in  the  world. 
Unfortunately  in  the  present  case  they  me  rather 
the  reverse."  It  is  sometimes  the  case  that  heavy 
taxation  lenders  prosperity  an  impossibility,  except 
that  fictitious  species  attending  upon  speculation. 
Here  in  Rio  we  are  having  an  expedience  that 
promises  not  only  to  empty  our  pockets,  but  to 
make  recovery  most  difficult. 

— On  the  301I1  ull.  the  Italian  charge"  addressed 
n  note  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  in  relation 
to  the  question  of  the  brig  Pietio  Ten.  In  the 
latter's  answer  he  says  that  in  view  of  the  infor- 
mation received  up  to  that  dale  the  question  does 
not  seem  to  be  so  grave  as  was  supposed;  that  the 
government  expects  detailed  information  from  the 
president  of  S.  Paulo,  and  that  in  any  ca*e  justice 
will  lie  done.  The  minister  docs  not  believe  that 
any  disrespect  was  shown  to  the  Italian  flag.  Nei- 
ther do  we.  The  case  is  one  of  assault  and  homi- 
cide. We  have  since  heard  that  the  charge  has 
made  a  formal  demand  for  satisfaction. 

— A  telegram  from  Montevideo  on  the  2£>t!i  says 
that  the  French  steamer  l.a  Plata  had  just  arrived 
in  port,  tower!  by  i  lie  smalt  steamer  For  tuna.  The 
accident  was  caused  by  escaping  steam  from  the 
cylinders,  resulting  in  an  explosion.  Three  men 
were  killed  and  16  were  more  or  less  injured.  The 
captain  charges  that  he  signalled  to  the  Royal 
Mail  steamer  Clyde,  which  was  passing  him,  and 
asked  for  assistance,  but  (he  latter  passed  on  with- 
out taking  any  notice.  If  this  is  true,  Capt. 
Spooiier  should  beheld  strictly  responsible  for  so 
serious  a  neglect  ol  duly,  ll  is  not  customary  for 
English  officers  to  refuse  assistance  in  such  cases. 
In  reply  lo  an  inquiry  from  ibis  agency,  Capt. 
Spooner  denies  the  accusation  and  says  the  La 
Plata  had  110  signals  up  asking  for  assistance. 

—  In  discussing  the  claim  of  the  Rio  Grande  bar 
contractors  (French)  for  payment  in  gold,  which 
claim  is  supported  by  the  French  minister,  Arts- 
lides  the  Just  says:  "The  government  of  Brazil, 
in  accepting  the  precedents  ol  the  monarchy,  ought 
to  make  ihe  representatives  of  other  nations  under- 
stand that  it  is  not  disposed  to  accept  such  extrava- 
gant rules.  In  such  case  it  will  be  necessary  to 
close  all  contracting  competition  willi  foreign 
capitalists  and  promoters  (iudintrines)."  We  can 
inform  AH  Slides  that  as  soon  as  he  and  those  of 
bis  opinion  get  control,  he  will  have  no  need  to 
shut  out  foreign  capital.  It  will  go  of  its  own 
accord .

Financial   Notes 


— The  receipts  of  the  Parana  custom-houses  were 
37,oq2$732  in  April,  against  64,833?  123  in  the 
corresponding  month  of  1S91. 

—Decree  No.  899,  of  the  291I1  nit.,  opens  a 
credit  of  1,330,305$  for  the  obras  ptlblkas  bureau 
of  ibis  capital  and  tile  Rio  do  Ouro  railway. 

— One  of  the  local  journals  stales  that  the  Lloyd 
Brazileiro  was  its  own  underwriter  on  the  wrecked 
steamer  Pglotas.  Surely  the  directors  of  the  Banco 
do  Brazil,  lo  which  the  Lloyd  was  virtually  mort- 
gager], have  not  permitted  such  an  abuse.  The 
Obras  Publicas  is  not  in  a  position  to  underwrite  a 
tub. 

—A  Sao  Paulo  telegram  of  the  28th  says  thai  tlie 
financial  situation  in  that  slate  is  becoming  very 
difficult  for  business  because  of  the  retention 
of  revenue  in  the  treasury.  Steps  have  beep 
taken  to  induce  the  state  government  to  deposit 
its  revenue  balances  in  various  local  banks  for 
the  benefit  of  commerce. 


—The  revenue  ol  the  stale  of  Para  during  llie 
half-yenr  ended  June  30thamoilnted  to  3,500,000$. 

—The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  United  Stntes 
lias  been  decreased  by  about  $25,000,000  during 
llie  past  yenr,  and  amounted  to  about  $585,000,000 
on  the  30th  nit. 

— The  interest  on  the  gold  bonds  is  paid  nt  llie 
Caixade  Avnortisncafl  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays,  and  that  on  the  5%  currency  bonds 
on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays. 

— The  Cnixa  de  Amortisacfin  has  advised  the 
public  that  the  notes  which  the  government  tie* 
livered  to  the  Banco  Emissor  da  Balna  will  he 
received  at  the  custom-house  and  at  the  rmbtdoria 
in  payment  of  imposts. 

—  During  ihe  month  of  June  there  were  coined 
at  the  Mint  1,127  gold 'pieces  of  20$,  315,500 
nickels  ol  200  reis,  280,000  of  100  reis,  127,500 
bronze  pieces  of  40  reis  and  122,500  ol  20  reis, 
making  a  loin]  of  846,627  coins. 

— The  Treasury  appears  decided  to  pay,  with  ils 
own  gold  cheques,  the  gold  interest  due  the  Banco 
da  Republic*.  On  the  2nd  a  reply  of  the  minister 
nf  finance  to  an  application  of  the  bank,  t lint  a  part 
of  a  payment  be  made  in  gold  was  published  :  "  the 
cheques  lo  which  ihe  applicant  refers  were  issued 
by  it,  and  only  represent  specie  iu  gold." 

— We  regret  lo  note  that  ihe  meeting  of  the 
Coinpanhia  Frigorifica  on  the  30th  was  cold  and 
stormy.  Some  of  ihe  shareholders  talked  very 
boisterously  about  the  administration.  It  was 
finally  resolved  to  accept  the  annual  report  and  the 
capital  was  ihen  reduced  to  18.000,000$.  In  our 
opinion  it  should  have  lieen  reduced  to  18  vitttcms, 
which  would  have  been  a  genuine  "freeze  out," 

—  In  the  report  of  the  directors  of  the  Amazon 
Steam  Navigation  company  they  say:  "The  hoard 
has  been  in  communication  by  letter  and  telegraph 
with  the  agents  of  the  Empreu  (deObrns  Publicas) 
in  Paris  and  with  the  Empreza  itsell  in  Rio  Janeiro, 
and  various  suggestions  have  been  made  on  behalf 
of  the  hitter,  but  no  definite  proposal  has  been 
made,  except  one  of  a  character  which  the  hoard 
could  not  think  of  recommending  the  shareholders 
even  to  consider."  And  the  "^1S5'455  al'e  (,is" 
tribuled  in  a  lot.  bonus  lo  Ihe  shareholders  and  to 
a  fund  to  build  new  steamers.  This  is  a  sample  of 
Sr.  Buarque  de  Macedo's  "aid  to  industries,"  for  il 
aids  those  ol  Great  Britain  ! 

— During  an  illness  a  short  time  ago  an  accident 
with  a  candle  set  fire  to  some  papers  on  a  table  and 
partly  burned  two  notes  of  500  reis  belonging  to  us. 
One  was  about  a  third  and  llie  other  about  half 
burned,  but  in  both  cases  the  numbers  remained  and 
the  charred  edges  showed  1I11U  no  hand  was  possible. 
We  sent  these  Holes  to  the  redemption  bureau  a  few- 
days  ago,  where  the  treasury  employes  refused 
peremptorily  to  exchange  them.  We  can  of  course 
afford  to  lose  a  milreis,  but  in  our  opinion  no 
lumest,  self- respecting  government  can  afford  so 
bare-faced  a  repudiation  as  this.  _  The  monarchy 
never  refused  uoies  possessing  their  nuiuliers,  but 
the  republic  apparently  repudiates  everything.

The  budget  also  authorizes  the  government,  as 
in  the  days  of  the  monarchy,  to  open  supplemen- 
tary credits  for  various  public  services  included  iu 
Table  B,  such  as  public  relief,  war  and  naval 
supplies,  mileage  expenses,  freights,  interest  guar- 
antees, postoffice,  interest  011  public  debt,  exchange 
differences,  various  interest  charges,  pensions,  res- 
titutions, etc.     No  limit  is  fixed  for  these.
